PECTED OF MURD 


| Mounted Police Believe Are Res- 


ponsible for Death of Patrick Delorme 
Who Disappeared on January 20 


Philip the Chicken and’ Alexis Arcand, Indians of the Alexander 
reserve, were arrested yesterday afternoon by the mounted police on 
suspicion of the murder of Patrick Delorme, the half-breed whose 
corpse was discovered on.the reserve a few days ago, bearing the 
marks of a violent death. The:arrest was effected by Corporal Bail- 
ey and Constable Rockwell,. and: this afternoon the Indians were 
brought into the city, where: they have been incarcerated at the 
mounted police barracks. 

‘The Indian Arcand was one of the witnesses at the inquest held 
by Dr. Forin at Rivierre qui: Parre on Saturday last. It was by him 
that the. body was discovered'on Wednesday of last week, and the 
story he told on the stand contradicted in essential details. the 
statément which he had made-to the Indian agent a few days pre- 
viously. The murdered man was last seen in the company of Ar- 
cand and Philip the Chicken, with whom he had quarreled in regard 
to the division: of a sum of money, or a quantity of spirits, which 
are alleged to have been the wages giver by a Rivierre Qui Barre 
hotelman for a job which Delorme performed for him. 

It was with difficulty that Philip the Chicken, who disappeared 
from the district on the day of the discovery of the crime, was locat- 


ed by the police. He was supposed to have left on a fishing expedi- 
tion to Lac la Nunne, but it appears that he never left the reserve.

ARTIFICIAL GAS COMPANY 


The folowing are in brief the terms 
of the agreement between the. city 
council and Cyrus S. Eaton of the In- 
ternational Heating and Lighting Coa., 
as revised in committee of the whole 
council last evening. The terms of the 
agreement will be embraced in a by- 
law to be prepared by City Solicitor 
Bown. 

Clause 1 provides that the C. S. 
Eaton contractor shall erect and oper- 
ate and maintain a plant for the manu- 
facture of artiflcial gas of a suflicient 
capacity to furnish to the city and 
“all the citizens thereof now and here- 
after who shall from time to time de- 
mand the same, gas of standard com- 
mercial quality." It provides that the 
contractor shall sell gas under the con- 
ditions mentioned in the agreement on 
demand, and shall lay mains, conduits 
and pipes of sufficient size and cap- 
acity to meet the demand. With the 
consent of the city council any portion 
of the plant may be constructed with- 
out the city's boundaries. 

Clause. 2 defies the meaning to be 
attached to the various terms used in 
the agreement. The term ‘gas plant" 
includes ail the property of the con- 
tractor, real, personal, tangible and in- 
tangible, used in. connection with the 
business of supplying artificial gas in 
Edmonton... ‘t.Standard.....commercial 


'gas,"" is defined as gas the ‘heat value 
of which shall not be less than 500 
British thermal units per cubic foot, 
and the lighting value of which shall 
not be less than will manitain a lumin- 
ance of fourteen candle power. The 
terms “‘street'' is applied to any street, 


avenue or lane, square, park, bridge 
or any other place over which the 
council has jurisdiction. The word 
“arbitration. as used in the agreement 
shall mean arbitration under the pro- 
visions of the Arbitration Act, unless 
otherwise specially stated. 

3. The construction of the said 
plant shall oe proceeded with all 
reasonable speed so that a gas 
plant suficient tor the then pres- 
ent needs of the cily shiul pe in 
operation not later than eimhteen 
(48) months after the flnal pass- 
ing of the bylaw conidrming this 
agreement; provided that uniess 
the said construction is s9 com- 
menced, proceeded with and com- 
pleted, the privileges hereby 
granted shall be at the option of 
the corporation cease and detor- 
mined. Provided, however, that 
the city council of said corpora- 
tion, by resolution, may grant ex- 
tensions of further time to the 
contractor to the extent of which 
he may be delayed in the comple- 
tion of the said piant by strikes, 
accidents or other causes beyond 
his control, upon showing proof 
thereof. 

May Forfelt Privileges. 

Clause 4 provides that in the event 
of the contractor failing to give contin- 
uous..operation of their plant the privi- 
legse granted in the agreement’ may be 
forfeited at the option of the council. 
Such option will not be exercised when 
it can be shown by the contractor that 
the cause of the cessation or interrup- 
tion of service is beyond his control.

Will Uso McMurray Tar. 

Some five or six tons of tar and as- 
phaltum from the Fort MeMurray dis- 
trict will be used during the present 
season for paving purposes on an Ed- 
monton. street. J. K. Cornwall, M. 
P.P., and H. Violette wrote the council 
last evening asking permission to lay 
pavement made from these raw ma- 
terials, under the joint Supervision of 
the cit] engineer and an expert to be 
appointed by the capitalists who are 
taking steps to exploit these resources 
of Alberta's rich mineral territory. to 
the north-east, Lt was desired to ob- 
tain a thorough test.of the asphaltum 
as to durability under conditions such 
as they exist in the city, and to as- 
certain climatic effect on Fort Mc- 
Murray asphalt. . 

Addressing the council last evening, 
Mr. Cornwall stated that it was the 
desire of himself and Mr. Violette to 
obtain a thorough test of the quality 
of the asphaltum of the north. There 
were millions of tons of the product, 
and analysis showed that its qualities 
surpassed those of any other sample 
of asphaltum that had been found on 
the continent. Some five or six tons 
would be adequate for the test. An 
area, possibly 100 feet square, ata 
point where trafie was heavy, would 
be paved, In July or August’ the 
work could be carried out. 

“This is a very generous offer,” 
said Ald. Lundy, ‘it mas peen stated 
that we could save $4 @ yard if a rail- 
way were running to Fort MeMurray.”? 

The matter was referred to the com- 
missioners with power to act.
